This 
argument is not persuasive at the present time because Maruyama claims priority of U.S. patent No. 6313067 filed on 03/06/1998 and disclosing all 
the subsject matter disclosed in Maruyama. Therefore, applicant should show the evidence that the instant application has an earlier priority date. 

With respect to Wunderlich: applicant states that Wunderlich is not directed to the same purpose as the instant invention. This argument is not 

persuasive because: it has been held that the determination that a reference is from non-analogous art is twofold. First, 
we decide if the reference is within the filed of inventor's endeavor. If it is not, we proceed to determine whether the 
reference is reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the inventor was involved. In re Wood, 202 
USPQ 171, 174. In this case, the examiner uses Wunderlich only as a secondary reference for its teaching that the 
thermochromic display can have segments. 
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
